New York, Aug. SO.—Capping the 


statement of John F. Mclntyre, coun- 
sel for Captain Peter C. Haius, Jr., 
that 
the latter's 
wife made three 


confessions of her faithlessness, one of 
which she signed, comes the report 
that Mrs. 'Hains is ready for a recon- 
ciliation with her 
husband. If the 


slayei of Wm. E. Annis will consent 
to it, it is said Mrs. Hains will take 
the stand in his defense and give 
startling testimony which will prove 
justification claimed by the army of- 
ficer for the shooting of Annis. 


"It is our full intention to make 


public at the proper time a full text 
of Mrs. Hains' confession," said At- 
torney Mclntyre today, "and when it 
comes it will produce the greatest sen- 
sensation that has broken into any 
criminal case in New York in 
25 


years. In view of the fact that the 
confession was signed in the presence 
of five reputable witnesses, I 
don't 


think we will have much trouble in 
disproving Mrs. Hains' alleged state- 
ment that the confession was wrung 
from her at the point of a revolver 
while she was drugged."

New York, Aug. 20—After being 


out 22 minutes, a coroner's jury last 
mgnt brought in a verdict rhat Wil- 
liam B. Annis, who was killed last 
Saturday at Bayside, L. I., came to his 
death as the result of pistol 
shot 


wounds inflicted by Captain Peter C. 
Hains, Jr., U. S. A., aided and abetted 
by Thornton Jenkins Hains, h.s liter- 
ary brother. 


Only two witnesses 
were called. 


They wore Charles H. 
Roberts 
of 


Flushing, who testified that he was 
standing on the club house float when 
he heard the report of a pistol shot 
and saw Captain Hains in a kneeling 
position clinging to the drooping Jjody 
of Annis, as he emptied the contents 
of his revolver into it, and Coroner's 
Physician Walter G. Frey, who testi- 
fied that Annis 
canift 
to his death 


fiom the bullet wounds. 
Dr. Frey 


said there were nine initial wounds 
and 12 
secondary 
wounds, whicii 


would indicate that 
Captain Hain.i 


had fired nine shots. 


In 
cross examining 
Mr1. Robert, 


Lawyer Mclntyre asked him if Cap- 
tain Hains 
had 
finished 
shooting 


when he tried to go to his aid 
and 


was stopped by Thornton Hains who 
held a revolver in his face. The wit- 
ness sa:d that the shooting had not 
ceased and that he v»ould have had 
time to interfere had not Thornton 
Hains pi even ted. 


Prioi- tc his giving his testimony, 


Mr. Robert was asked to identify the 
prisoners. When he pointed out Cap- 
tain Hains as the slayer the army of- 
ficer put his hands over his face and 
seemed to be greatly excited.

Before the inquest John F. Mcln- 


tyre, chief of counsel for the Hams 
brothers, made the following

''In a'iswer to the statement made 


b\ Mrs. Hains that sne was made to 
sign a confession while unde* the in- 
fluence of drugs, I wish to say that 
my 
clients and f,the:r distinguisned 


father have told me that there were 
four witnesses pressiiL when the con- 
fession was made, one of them being 
a prominent New York lawyer. These 
witnesses will testify at the trial. I 
am also, told that Mrs. Hains talked 
to several persons regarding the inci- 
dents related in the confession somt 
time before she made 
it, and the»n 


persons will be witnesses. 


"When 
Captain Hains was called 


back from the Philippines ho ques- 
tioned his wife regarding rumors he 
had heard about her, ai:d he became 
convinced that his suspicions 
were 


wrong. Later he said facts developed 


which made him demand the confes- 
sion from his wife, und she made it. 


"Captain Haius denies that he sent 


l"ttws to Anuis, challenging him to a 
duel. 
Stories to this effect are ab- 


surd. 


"What unbalanced Captain Hains' 


mind was the counter charges made 
b> Mrs. Hains in a suit sh«; filed in 
answer to his suit for divorce. Capt. 
Haius believed the statements made 
by Mrs. Hains in the counter 
suit 


v.'ere dictated by Anni,*." 


Major John Powell Hains also made 


a statement to the Associated Press 
before the inquest. He was asked if 
he thjuffht. his brother was justified 
in shooting Annis without giving him 
a chan^t to protect himself. 


"I can best answer that question 


by recalling an incident that happen- 
ed to mo- at Fort Riley," he said. "1 
was about to put 
on my 
boot one 


morning when I found a snake in it. 
1 quickly drew my revolver and shot 
the snake. 
It is the panic with my 


brother. 
1 do not believe he should 


have given Annis a chance." 


"Knowing what you do of the case, 


would you do the same thing?" \\as 
a?ked. 


"I most certainly would," he an- 


swered emphatically. 


"Is it true, as the district attorney 


says, that- your brother, 
Thornton 


Jenkins, instigated the shooting?" he 
was asked. 


"Not at all," he replied. 
"For a 


long time Thornton and myself have 
tried to dissuade 
our brother from 


killing Annis for the sake of our gray 
haired father and mother. 
Out 
of 


consideration for them, our brothei 
restrained himself, but finally the 
strain became too great and he acted. 
Peter would have killed Annis sooner 
had it r.ot been for this." 


John F. Mclntyre, of counsel 
for 


Captain Hains, said that Capt. Hains' 
defense would be insanity, and that 
it will be easily proved. 


It is probable 
that

brothers will be placed on trial early 
in October.

lands government is inclined for the 
present to adopt a waiting attitude in 
the dispute with Venezuela, but it is 
ready to take energetic steps when- 
ever the developments of the situation 
demand. It has been agreed to push, 
all necessary preparations in order to 
be ready to support an ultimatum 
should it be decided to forward one 
to President Castro. iWork will be 
rushed night and day at 
the naval 


dockyards to complete 
the prepara- 


tions needed by the warships there, -so 
that they will be In readiness to re- 
inforce the vessels now in the Carib- 
bean by the end of next month. 


In the meanwhile, every effort will 


be made to find a pacific solution of 
the dispute, especially in view of the 
facts that Queen Wilhelmina is op- 
posed to resorting to war until all 
other methods and avenues have been 
tried.

The Netherlands cabinet," although 


it has outlined tentatively a general 
plan of procedure, has decided to 
await the arrival here of M. De Reus, 
the minister, who was expelled 
t»y 


President Castro, before coming to a 
definite decision, and it will not take 
the "offensive, unless compelled to do 
so by Venezuela. 


In the event of warlike measures it 


is understood that there will first fre 
a naval demonstration off La Guaira. 
Subsequent action will depend on the 
result of this course. M. De Reus is 
expected here about August 24. 


The terms of the Netherlands' an- 


swer to the letter of President Castro 
of Venezuela were fully discussed at 
an all-night session of the cabinet ,and 
it is understood the actual text, as 
well as broad lines of action drawn 
up to meet any possible eventualities, 
were agreed upon. 


In the diplomatic circles here the 


view is entertained that the 
present 


difficulty between Holland and Ven- 
ezuela is not of a nature to be settled 
by arbitration, and in explanation it 
is pointed out that the dispute is not 
of 
a 
private commercial character, 


like the difficulties that have arisen 
between Venezuela and Great Britain, 
Germany and America. In these cases 
the governments in question sought 
satisfaction for claims, but Holland 
has no claim against Venezuela. 
It 


is maintained here that the present 
question is rather one of sovereignty 
and national honor, matters which are 
not susceptible of solution by arbitra- 
tion.

Congressman Gilbert N. HaUgen of 


Iowa, speaking recently in the house 
of representatives aud describing him- 
self as a loyal protectionist, proved 
himself a very praotU-al tariff reform- 
er. He set out to show that "all plain 
aud galvanized iron or steel wire wov- 
en or welded into fencing or manufac- 
tured into barbed wire should be ad- 
ti.itted free of duty." When wire fenc- 
ing is mentioned the western farmer 
is touched in a tender spot. 
He can 


see that protection here is a fraduleut 
de\ ice to get his dollars, and he feels 
about the same as to other iron and

A NEW BALL GAME.

Mr. Hatigeu emphasized the fraudu- 


lent deterioration in the quality of the 
fence wire furnished by the trust in 
recent years, saying that it lasted only 
one-fourth or one-fifth as long as the 
\\ ire bought twenty years ago aud 
that praetleaHy the same was true of 
steel sheets used for rooting and other 
purposes. These conclusions were sup- 
ported by reports of the agricultural 
department and by numerous letters 
from farmers and others. Mr. Haugen 
said: 


"With our advantages in transporta- 


tion, with our skilled labor, -with our 
improved machinery, with our abun- 
dance of ore and fuel, our manufactur- 
ers of v,-ire can and would produce 
wire equally as good and as cheaply 
as any other country without a pro- 
tective tariff. 
They would make less 


money, as it costs more to manufacture 
the better quality, but they can make 
and will have to make it, if the duty 
is removed, and that without any hard- 
ship to labor or any one. Even if the 
trust has to squeeze a little water out 
of its stock, what of it? The trust has 
robbed the consumer by imposing on 
him high prices and furnishing a poor 
quality of wire, and the consumer is 
now- entitled to some consideration. 


"We know that the manufacturers 


know how to make a durable, service- 
able and economical article, but refrain 
from doing so because the inferior ar- 
ticle can be made cheaper and because 
outside competition has been cut off 
by reason of a protective tariff and be- 
cause the farmers and consumers have 
to buy their make. 


"Gentlemen, the iron and steel trusts 


and the iron and steel schedules need 
attention. What is true as to the qual- 
ity , of wire manufactured is probably 
true as to all kinds of steel—sheets, 
wire and iron nails, construction and 
bridge iron, railroad iron and other 
iron. This is undoubtedly the cause 
of so many accidents on railroads and 
a loss of so many lives." 


If the farmers of the west desire re- 


lief from the extoftion by the steel and. 
v, ire combination, so forcibly described 
by Congressman 
Haugen, they are 


clearly pointed to the means, tariff re- 
vision downward by the "friends of 
the people" and not by the "friends ot 
protection.'

Ceylon Insect Spins a Web Strong 


Enough to Hold a Bird. 


Travelers in the mountains of Cey- 


lon and India speak of a gigantic spi- 
der that is to be found there. It meas- 
ures about six inches across and is 
quite handsome—if a spider can be 
that. The under part of the body is 
either bright gold or scarlet, and the 
upper part is covered with a delicate 
slate colored fur. 
The web spun by 


it is like yellow silk, with a central 
net five feet in length. 
The web is 


strong enough to catch and hold a 
good sized bird. 
Sometimes a man 


rides into one of them without seeing 
it, and the threads wrap about his 
face like the silk cords of a real net. 


Having spun its web the spider sits 


motionless, 
waiting 
for its 
victim. 


Presently some large insect or perhaps 
a bird comes flying against it and is 
at once caught in the meshes. 
Then 


the monster runs fast across the net 
and begins throwing the coils around 
the captive. It works rapidly and soon 
has the head completely wrapped up. 
so that the captive is first blinded and 
then choked. 


The bite of this spider is not poison- 


ous, like that of the tarantula, but a 
man who ran into one of these webs 
and got nipped in the nose by the 
watchful owner says its jaws are as 
strong as the beak of a bird. 
Here 


and there in the forest may be found 
skeletons of birds hanging in the webs, 
the threads of which are strong enough 
to retain the bones after the weather 
has destroyed the flesh and blown 
away the feathers.—Chicago News. 


Some Late Summer Work Apt to 3e 


Neglected. 


The most important point now in the 


culture of good vegetables of any kind 
Is to see that they keep growing freely. 
Good quality is always absent from 
vegetables that are stunted and grow 
slowly during hot weather. They are 
tough and stringy instead of tender 
when cooked, while salads are never 
crisp and nice under the circumstances. 
One of the plants that need a great 
deal of water is celery. 
The young 


plants should now be growing freely, 
and happy is the grower who has a 
good waier supply auO can run the 
hose into the trenches at ivill and keep 
the roots always moist. 
Celery, wit: 


the roots in a cool, moist soil, is hide 
pendent of the weather, and, no matte 
how hot the sun. it will grow rapidly 
the leaves soon spreading out am 
forming a fine shade for the roots 
Where this convenience is not at hau 
and watering by baud has to be re 
sorted to, the job is herculean if much 
celery is grown, but it must be at 
tended to until the plants are strous., 
enough to take care of themselves 
The grower who uses plenty of de 
cayed manure in his trenches, as wi 
advise, will be reaping the beueii 
now in the healthy, strong growth o 
the plants." 


Potatoes need a lot of cultivating 


now, and until finally banked up thej 
must be kept hoed frequently. 
The 


potato bug is never so destructive in 
plots well cultivated, though of-course 
spraying should be followed up foi 
these and for fungoid diseases. As the 
early rows are lifted, late cabbage and 
coleworts may be planted or, iu locali 
ties favorable for their growth, Savoj 
cabbages and the various kales foi 
winter use. 
There is still time even 


for leeks, though those transplanted 
now will not be so large as those pu 
out earlier. 
They will, however, be 


very useful for soups and flavoring 
Where good lettuces are desired, thin 
the rows early and again when the 
thinnings are large enough for use 
They will not do as well now trans- 
planted unless very carefully looked 
after, and it is best to sow thinly 
where they have to stand, preferably 
in a shaded or partially shaded border. 


Late tomatoes are having a good 


time, the warm, dry weather suiting 
them \vell if the plants are kept righ 
at the roots and well cultivated. The 
early plants are getting well set with 
fruit, and as this begins to swell freely 
the plants may be fed, and watered a 
little more liberally. 
Keep a sharp 


lookout for the side shoots and pinch 
them out regularly, as they take the 
strength away from the flower and 
fruit clusters. As the stems grow se- 
cure them to stakes or wires, which- 
ever is most convenient, so they will 
not be blown about by high winds. 


Cucumbers outside are beginning to 


fruit, and the vines must not suffer 
for lack of nutriment 
Continue to 


pinch the points of the shoots of the 
young plants where they have not a 
sufficient number of vines, and as the 
fruits develop cut them when quite 
young. 
A few cucumbers left to go 


to seed will take more out of the vines 
than a large crop cut as soon as ready. 
Where shallots are fully grown they 
may be pulled and laid in the sun to 
dry, but let them have another week 
or two if not ready. Continue to feed 
the onions as long as they are grow- 
ing and draw out at once any attacked 
by maggot or mildew.

The Ingenious Device of a Connecticut 


Farmer. 


An enterprising farmer, E. C. Belden 


of Suffolk, Conn., uses his automobile 
to drive farm machinery. The illustra- 
tion shows the auto in position and 
connected with one of the farm ma- 
chines. 
He uses it quite extensively 


for driving a wood saw. 


The wheels are blocked to keep the 


machine stead3*. using sticks of wood 
or making small holes in the ground, 
into which the wheels are set. 
To 


connect with the machine Mr. Belden 
made an extension for the crank shaft. 
The extension has a flange with holes 
for cap screws, which are threaded 
Into the hub of the balance wheel, the

WATERWORKS DISGRACE. 


An Indignant Protest Against Condi- 


tions That Would Not Be Tolerated 
if Kansas City's Waterworks Wer« 
Privately Owned and Operated. 
If the Kansas City waterworks sys- 


tem were owned and operated by a 
private corporation instead of by the 
municipality, it is easy to imagine that 
the newly created public utilities com- 
mission would be in continuous session 
these days and nights in a frantic ef- 
fort to provide against an interruption 
of service because of floods. The com- 
mission would be making loud and in- 
sistent lament against the negligence 
and incapacity of a management that 
permits the waterworks of a great city 
to be menaced almost every spring,

lighting by contract. It is such occur 
rences as this which show how worth 
less are the figures of costs given ou 
by city lighting plants, ignoring, aa 
they do, the changes entailed by prog 
ress in the art of lighting or by specia 
contingencies. 
The only time a citj 


knows what its lights are costing is 
when it has a contract with a com- 
pany. Municipal lighting is a gamble 
in which 1he city stacks the cards 
against itself by its unbusinesslike 
methods of operating and accounting.

POTPOURRI MAKING. 


How to Prepare and Select the Varioun 


Ingredients. 


For a dweller in the country or the 


garden surrounded suburb the follow- 
ing suggestions for gathering and pre- 
serving the sweetness and fragrance 
of the spring and summer for delecta- 
tion in the winter mouths by setting 
up a. potpourri jar are recommendeJ 
to every young girl •« ho has access to 
a garden or the fields and ^\oods. 


Any one of the quaint and pretty 


patterns of rose jars procurable at any 
big shop will answer for holding the 
potpourri itself, which consists not 
only of rose leaves, but of the petals 
and leaves of any sweet scented plant. 
The putting up of the potpourri con- 


as the different 
There are a few 


early summer, just 
blossoms come out- 
general directions which must be close- 
ly followed in making potpourri. The 
rose jar itself, as also the vessel in 
which the potpourri is mixed, must 
be perfectly new—must never before 
have been used. The salt used in the 
making must be toasted in the oven to 
insure its absolutely dryness. 
The 


blossoms and leaves must be young 
and tender when gathered, entirely un- 
wilted and must be used when perfect- 
ly fresh—not after lying by or standing 
in water. 
The ingredients must be 


thoroughly stirred up at least once- 
better twice—a day, and when the pot- 
pourri is all gathered and mixed It 
should be exposed for two or three 
weeks to the heat of the August sun. 


Here follow two recipes for pot- 


pourri ingredients. 
They are copied 


from an old book handed down from 
mother to daughter in a German baro- 
nial family and have been followed, 
as have also the general instructions 
given above, and found reliable and 
satisfactory even in. the present genera- 
tion: 


First—One 
pound 
fresh 
pickled 


orange blossoms, half a pound of roses, 
half a pound of mace, half a pound of 
lavender and four ounces of marjo- 
ram leaves, four ounces of carnations, 
four ounces oxalis, one ounce rose- 
mary, one ounce cloves and half an 
ounce of bay leaves. 


Second.—One pound of orange bios- 


poms, one pound of roses, half a pound 
of red carnations, half a pound each 
pf marjoram and myrtle, two ounces 
each of nutmeg, thyme, lavender, sage, 
camomile and sweet basil, fifteen or 
twenty bay leaves and three handfuls 
of jasmine. Let the mixture stand for 
a month, stirring twice a day, and 
then add ten ounces of powdered orris 
root, two ounces of cinnamon and two 
of cloves, with six drams each of yel- 
low sandalwood and chyper. 


Both the above recipes call for half a 


pound of salt—absolutely dry—to draw 
out every bit of perfume.

prevent green froai fading. A handful 
of salt thrown into the rinsing water 
will set blue. 


Ox gall is good to use for gray and 


brown. Hay water made by pouring 
boiling water over hay is excellent for 
washing tan or brown linen. 


A tablespoonful of black pepper stir- 


red Into the first suds in which cottons 
are washed will prevent colors from 
runn'ng. 


Five cents' worth of sugar of lead 
rystals dissolved in a pailful of water 
makes a solution which hxes the tone 


f pinks, blues and lavenders. 
The 


abrics should remain in the sugar of 
ead bath half an hour or so before 
going to the suds. 


These baths will not prevent a gar- 


ment from fading if it is hung in the 
un to dry. Delicate colors—iu fact, 
iny colors at all—are safe if dried in 
he house. 
Vinegar is useful in reviving colors. 


Add one teaspoonful of common vine- 
gar to each quart of cold rinsing water. 
Thoroughly saturate the article, wring 
ightly and dry quickly. 


If the color has been taken out of 


silks by fruit stains, ammonia wHl 
usually restore it. 


To wash brown Holland dresses, use 


bran, but no washing soda and no soap 
unless the skirt is very dirty. 
Boil 


two handfuls of bran in one quart of 
water and strain through muslin. Put 
the bran on to boil again, as you will 
require a second supply of bran water 
for rinsing. 


Cool the water by adding one quart 


of cold water to it 
Then wash the 


skirt. 
You will be surprised to see 


how the bran extracts the dirt Rinse 
first in bran water, then in plain water.

How to Make Cement. 


Something which the suburbanite fre- 


quently needs in small quantities, but 
which he rarely has on hand, is a good, 
quick setting cement for uniting small 
fragments of iron, setting wooden han- 
dles into tools and a hundred and one 
other small jobs. A very good cement 
which will answer almost any require- 
ment may be made by dissolving com- 
mon orange shellac In enough alcohol 
to form a paste. This may be kept on 
hand in a tightly corked bottle with a 
wide mouth, tightly corked, or the al- 
cohol will evaporate. 
When it is de- 


sired to use the cement place as much 
as It is desired to use in any small tin 
vessel aud set the paste on fire. The 
alcohol will soou burn out, and the ce- 
uient should then be quickly used be- 
fore it has time to cool. This cement 
is very strong and is waterproof.
